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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. It is not clear what is meant by "substrate 3." 

4. Claims 1-9 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-9 and 16-24 are indefinite because they fail to set forth the composition 
or structure of the multi-coat system and only claim properties of the multi-coat system. 
Claims that merely set forth physical characteristics desired in an article, and not setting 
forth specific compositions which would meet such characteristics are invalid as vague, 
indefinite, and functional since they cover any conceivable combination of ingredients 
either presently existing or which might be discovered in the future. Ex parte Slob (PO 
BdApp)157 USPQ172. 

The Applicant has failed to set forth any structural limitations to the claimed 
layers of the multi-coat system. What structural limitations produce the recited 
properties? In other words, since the claims only recite the properties produced by the 
multi-coat system without claiming the structure of the composition, it is unclear what 
structure would meet the recited properties and thus, the scope of the claims is 
indefinite. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-9 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The equation of claim 1 is not 
supported by the original disclosure. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The rejection of claims 1-6 and 8-19 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Olson (US 4,404,257) have been overcome by amendment and/or argument. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The rejection of claims 1, 2, 5- 15, and 17-19 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Furuya et al (US 6,355,345) in view of Downey et al (US 4,064,094) 
has been overcome by amendment and/or argument. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-9 and 16-24 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
